Red Ma neuvers Co uld Hind er Access to West Berlin

BERLIN7 (AP) — Soviet and 
East German maneuvers near 
the air corridors to isolated 
West Berlin could result in a 
confrontation with the Western 
allies. 
The key question is whether 
the Russians and East Germans 
plan aerial maneuvers as well 


as ground ex ercises, and if so to 
what extent. 
The Soviet announcement said 
only the maneuvers will take 
place early in March in central 
and western East Germany —be­ 
tween West Berlin and the West 
German border 110 miles away . 
Many believe the maneuvers 
are another Communist attempt 
to hinder access to WTest Berlin, 


where the West Germans will 
hold their presidential election 
March 5. 
The East Germans, with So­ 
viet backing, already have im­ 
posed new restrictions on sur­ 
face travel, barring West Ger­ 
many ’s 
presidential 
electors, 
their aides and members of the 
West 
German 
armed 
forces 
from traveling through East 


Germany to West Berlin. This 
means delegates to the West 
German Federal Assembly will 
be fly ing there. 
If the Communists send up 
aircraft in numbers in the rela­ 
tively narrow area, they could 
not avoid fly ing over the Berlin 
air corridors and possibly below 
the 10.000-foot level where West­ 
ern planes fly . 


At jet speeds this could pose 
an acute safety problem for air­ 
liners. 
Even if the Soviets and East 
Germans do nothing overt in the 
air corridors, the announcement 
that they plan large-scale, high­ 
speed air formations in the area 
would pose a ticklish question 
for the allies: 
Should the air corridors be 


shut down until the maneuvers 
are finished, or should meas­ 
ures be taken to see that the air­ 
liners get through, with fighter 
escorts for example? 
Sighted Regularly 
Since the Russian blockade in 
1948-49 there has never been any 
large-scale Communist interfer­ 
ence with Berlin’s air corridors.

The speech comes five day s 
before the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee is to hold hear­ 
ings on military aspects of the 
pact and two day s after the For­

wound up hearings with indica­ 
tions it would report it favora­ 
bly to the floor, possibly nex t 
week. 
Goldwater regained his seat 
on the Armed Services Commit­ 
tee when he returned to the Sen­ 
ate this y ear after a four y ear 
absence. 
The committee represents the 
core of Senate opposition to the 
nuclear treaty 
and although 
next week’s hearings are likely 
to generate strong criticism the 
pact at present is expected to 
encounter little trouble on the 
floor. 
Curiously , Goldwater’s' sharp 
criticism came only a day after 
he told an interviewer in Wash­ 
ington that he would like to vote 
for the treaty but is deeply con­ 
cerned about lack of enforce­ 
ment provisions'. 
“In the interests of the coun­ 


try 1 think this issue must be ex­ 
plored thoroughly ,” he said. 
In his speech, however, he 
said he w ill oppose the treaty in 
the Senate, “ not only because I 
fee! this is the wrong time to be 
entering into agreements with 
nations who are notorious for vi­ 
olating such pacts, but because 
I feel that it would have a high­ 
ly deleterious effect on the At­ 
lantic Alliance.”

Americans are liero-makers but 
not really hero-worshipers. Like 
tlie Greeks, we want our gods 
to be larger than life y et still 
life-sized, with at least some of 
the faults and foibles of ordi­ 
nary men. 
That is why we love Lincoln 
— not just because he saved 
the Union or freed the slaves 
but because of his humanness. 
A man of the humblest begin­ 
nings, a failure for much of his 
life, Lincoln rose to greatness 
but was all the greater for re­ 
maining 
alway s one 
of the 
people. 
That is why while we admire 
vve do not love Washington, the 
second greatest figure in the 
American pantheon. Like Rob­ 
ert E. Lee. he was perhaps too 
fine, too noble, too patrician for 
us to be able to identify with. 
Patrician — that is the word 
that describes Washington; one, 
as Webster defines it, of high 
birth, distinguished by superior 
breeding and a high degree of 
cultivation; a finished gentle­ 
man. 
If America was ever to have 
had a nobility , it would have 
begun with Washington. Indeed, 
there were some who wanted to 
confer the title of king upon 
him. He would have none of 
it. 
Nineteenth-century historians 
made a demigod of Wahington, 
and for good reasons, but it w as 
to the lasting detriment of Wash­ 
ington the man. 
He was a big man — six-ieet- 
two and 210 pounds —- who en­ 
joy ed 
phy sical 
exertion. 
He 
liked his cup of cheer and femi­ 
nine 
company . 
Bad 
teeth 
plagued him all his life. The 
ill-fitting rehinoceros-horn false

teeth he had to put up with 
distorted 
his mouth, 
making 
him 
reluctant 
to 
smile and 
causing him to appear sterner 
than he really w as. 
Yet he was capable of fierce 
rages. He also knew despair. 
During the British invasion of 
Manhattan in 17 7 6, with his raw 
troops 
disintegrating 
around 
him, ignoring his commands to 
stand and fight. Washington was 
so disheartened and so lost his 
presence of mind that he would 
have been captured by the ene­ 
my had not an aide seized his 
horse’s bridle and led him to 
safety . 
We forget, too, that the com­ 
mon people of the day loved, 
| him. A French visitor to the j 
| United States in 1793 wrote that 
every where he went he cncoun- 
1 tered ex pressions of the affec­ 
tion tiie people felt for the first 
! president. 
Washington also loved Amer­ 
ica, or what was at the begin­ 
ning of the Revolution only the 
idea of America, an idea which 
many of his 
contemporaries 
lacked breadth of vision enough 
I to share. 
Lincoln had 
the 
common i 
touch; 
Washington 
was

aristocrat 
yet 
as 
president, 
Lincoln exercised an authori­ 
tarianism Washington

dreamed of. Lincoln searched

The center 
meets all the requirements and 
inspection regulations 
of the 
state agency. 
A physical ex amination by the 
family physician is required be­ 
fore a child is admitted to the 
child care program. Emergency 
nursing service is available dur­ 
ing the day. 
Children of parents enrolled 
in day classes at 
Sauk 
are 
cared for at the center for any 
four-hour period between 8 a.m. 
and 4 p.m., usually for a morn­ 
ing or afternoon session, or a

Occasionally there are ex cep­ 
tions such as Cathy Sledgister, 
who attends a full day.

summer session at the College.

A variety of indoor and out­ 
door creative play equipment is

tains colorful, animated play­ 
ground 
equipment to

children to get healthful outdoor 
recreation. 
Semester charges for the cen­ 
ter are $48 for one child and 
$80 for two children. Summer 
session charges are $25 for one 
child and $40 for two children. 
If more than two children are 
enrolled, special fees will be ar­ 
ranged. Payment may bp made 
in two equal installments, one 
at the beginning 
and one at 
attending Sauk under the Work 
mid-semester.

The report in this space that the Soviet Lnion 
has embarked on a new nuclear adventure in Cuba 
gains substantiation with each passing day. Intel­ 
ligence agencies working out of Washington are 
watching developments with a worried eye, though 
they have remained silent. Perhaps, as the Con­ 
gress becomes aware of the facts, there will be a 
repetition o f the outcry on Capitol Hill which shook 
the Kennedy administration in the days before the 
1962 Cuban missile crisis. 
On Jan. 8 . 
it Ls now known, the Soviets 
signed a nuclear agreement with Fidel Castro in 
Havana — an interesting sidebar to the Kremlin’s 
pressure for a non-proliferation treaty with the 
I nited States. The event w as important enough for 
Moscow to send as a witness to the ceremonies the 
Deputy President of the USSR’s Supreme Soviet, 
Vladimir N. Novikov. 
It was annonunced to the small group of Soviet 
and Cuban dignitaries present that the ( astro gov­ 
ernment was pushing into the field of nuclear re­ 
search “and that for this development, the Soviet 
Union is supplying not only the scientific material 
but also the technicians.” More than 120 scientific 
laboratories and centers” have already been con­ 
structed along the Cuban coast. These developments 
were “within the framework of internationalism, as 
the Marxist-Leninist idealogv forces us to do.” 
There are now 231 major Soviet scientists serv­ 
ing in Cuba, with 222 more to arrive this current 
year. More than 300 scientists from Communist 
bloc nations are already at work in Cuba. And the 
C uban nuclear engineers working on the project 
were trained in Russia by the Soviets. 
The eq uipment for the “research” centers was 
supplied by the Kremlin. Last year, the Soviets 
gave the Cubans a nuclear reactor and helped 
build large and modern industrial complexes for 
the production of cobalt, used in nuclear research 
and weaponry. 
The Cuban Nuclear Institute, as this column 


noted, has been set up in Managua, a small town 
14 miles from Havana. To house the Soviet scieo 
tists there, the Cuban Military Academy was va­ 
cated. Managua, isolated by twin mountains, is the 
entrance to the great network of caves which 
housed (and hid) Soviet missiles, launchers, and 
long-range bombers during the 1962 missile crisis. 
The great missile site of San Antonio de los Banos 
is six miles away. And nearby are the heavy con­ 
crete submarine pen» s. built by the Soviets, for 
secret unloading of materials transported only at 
night. 
It should be noted that Cuba did not sign the 
Treaty of Moscow banning certain forms of nu­ 
clear testing. Neither did it sign the treaty for the 
peaceful uses of outer space or an inter-American 
pact proscribing nuclear weapons. The Cuban dele­ 
gation to the United Nations, moreover, abstained 
from voting on the nuclear non-proliferation reso­ 
lution. 
While Moscow, therefore, can truthfully claim 
that she is respecting these treaties, her scientists 
ami technicians, using Soviet materials, can con­ 
tinue their experiments in nuclear weaponry, pro­ 
liferating for the benefit of the world Communist 
movement. The United States will be bound by 
these treaties, and so will the other signatories. 
This is the kind of end-run the Soviets love. 
It would be interesting, once President Nixon 
returns from his journeys in Europe, if he were 
asked at one of his televised press conferences 
about this new development in Cuba. His answer 
would indicate whether the pipelines between our 
intelligence agencies and the White House are as 
clogged as they were during the spring and sum­ 
mer of 1962. And such a q uestion would, at the 
very least, Inaugurate debate in the press and on 
the Hill about the activities and the intentions of 
the Soviets. With the non-proliferation treaty up for 
Senate consideration, any light on this subject 
would benefit the United States and its people.

Alcoholism is one of the un­ 
derlying causes of traffic acci­ 
dents, divorces and job failures. 
This has been known for gener­ 
ations but the problem is too 
complex to be solved by an easy 
formula. The alcohol taken by 
most persons passes through the 
body without causing addiction 
but the liver in some persons 
does not completely remove the 
poison from the system. T his 
1 
may be a hereditary defect. 
In these persons, the alcohol 
causes nervous tension, anxiety 
and thirst. These effects set up 
a vicious cycle and the alcohol­ 
ic continues to drink. This cycle 
is not noticeable at first but its 
intensity builds up over 
the 
years. The true alcoholic can 
never be cured of his alcoholism 
but he can lead a normal life 
If he practices total abstinence. 
There is a second, less seri­ 
ous, type of alcoholic whose al­ 
coholism is a symptom of his 
feeling of inadeq uacy. With ap­ 
propriate treatment he can re­ 
establish a pattern of harmless 
social drinking. 
In any case, the treatment re­ 


q uires a sincere desire on the 
part of the alcoholic to over­ 
come the habit and the under­ 
standing co-operation 
of 
his 
family. If the drug, disulfiram 
(Antabuse) is used, 
the “treat­ 
ment game” will help to put 
the problem in proper perspec­ 
tive.

This does not mean 
that a realistic copy cannot be 
a work of art, as the photog­ 
rapher can be artistic if his 
work conveys his feelings and 
a thorough interpretation of the 
subject.” 
Paintings 
displayed 
by the 
speaker to illustrate her 
re­ 
marks included Grant Wood's 
"American Gothic,” which fea­ 
tures a man and woman used 
to depict life in that particular 
time. 
Monet helped 
end the 
"dull” period with his use of 
light as in "He Aux Fleurs” ; 
Cezanne was 
concerned 
with 
form as illustrated in his pic­ 
tures, “ Man With a Straw’ Hat” 
and "Still Life,” and the ef­ 
fective use of cubism and ab­ 
stract continual movement were 
evident in paintings by Picasso 
and Pollock. 
Both critics 
and 
artists par­ 
ticipate in the continual contro­ 
versy surrounding art. For in­ 
stance, George Hunt regards Pi­ 
casso as "the

time,” but not all critics agree. 
Andrew Wyatt is considered by 
many art enthusiasts
